The Examiner issued a Restriction Requirement in this application on March

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In response to the Restriction Requirement, the Applicants hereby 
provisionally elect, with traverse, the invention of Group II, drawn to an apparatus 
and including claims 10 to12, for further prosecution in this Application. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the Restriction 
Requirement. According to the present invention, a connector with an identifier is 
provided to determine the type of connector. All the claims are thus directed to a 
single problem to be solved and have common limitations. A search and 
examination of the entire application can therefore be made without undue burden 
on the Examiner. 

In particular, although classified in different subclasses, the claims in groups I 
and III are all in the same class. The searches performed for at least the claims in 
those groups would thus overlap. 

Applicants respectfully request that the Restriction Requirement be withdrawn 
and all claims examined in this application.
